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ICE STORM '98 



One of the worst natural disasters to 
occur in recent history swept over the 
Northeastern states on January 5,1998. 
A five-day storm of rain and ice broke 
branches and toppled entire trees, 
downing power and telephone lines 
along with them. Emergency shelters 
opened to alleviate the plight of resi¬ 
dents. Some areas were without power 
for only a few days but others were not 
as fortunate. The widespread path of 
devastation and destruction meantthat 
utility companies had to call for help 
from companies farther south. Despite 
the tireless efforts by power crews, 
many areas were without power for 
two weeks; parts of eastern Canada 
were crippled for a month.

A Storm Beyond Compare 

Five days of freezing rain left every¬ 
thing coated in thick ice. Trees and 
poles snapped like toothpicks. "'It 
sounded and looked like a war zone," 
said Lori Hanson, yearbook advisor 
from Messalonskee High School in 
Oakland, Maine. 

According to Central Maine Power 
over 523,000 residents in the state lost 
power, affecting over 340,000 house¬ 
holds. There were twenty-six hundred 
utility poles replaced and two to three 
million feet of line or cable restrung on 
them. Fifteen of the sixteen counties in 
Maine were declared disaster areas. 

Luckily, many "Mainers" could re¬ 
vert to wood stoves for heat. Genera¬ 
tors were in great demand also as 
people rushed to buy them to make 
their own power.
